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In the fast-paced world of today, where the mantra "you can achieve whatever you want" and "you can be 
whoever you desire to be" echoes loudly, many people, including Christians, are becoming increasingly 
dissatisfied and confused. These self-fulfillment teachings, while appealing, often lead to feelings of envy, 
jealousy, and a hunger for worldly success. As followers of Christ, we understand that God has bestowed upon 
each of us unique callings and gifts to fulfill His purpose.
